with the Federal Government and the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, the railway 
secured all the land between the Red 
River and thé Bow, from Calgary to 
Tilley. 

The fact that there is no home- 
steading in this part of the province 
works no hardship on the hospital. 
On the contrary. Ulcch of the land 
is still owned by the C.P.R, and that 
conporation néver fails to pay its 
taxes. So, whatever comes or goes, 
the Manicipal hospital et Bassano is 
sure of a large portion of its revenue. 
Afiter ten years’ operation, the hos- 
pital has a surplus of $84,000, includ- 
ing, of course, some uncollected ac- 
counts, for Bassano, like other places 
has to cope with the problem of the 
non-ratepayer or transient patient 
who ignores his hospital bill. 

According to statistics for 1928, 
Bassano hospital has the lowest, death 
numiber of hospital 
days per patient, and the lowest over- 
head! expense of any hospital in Al- 
berta. The death rate is less than 
one per cent., and there were no 
deaths among 96 maternity cases car- 
ed for during the year. The people 
have got away from their fear of the 
hospital, says a porminent. Bassano 
doctor, who recommends that the gov- 
#rnment use every energy to develop 
the Municipal Hospital scheme and 
further the interest of these hospit- 
als in Alberta, 

In the early history of ithe district, 
« small private hospital was operat- 
ed ‘by a doctor; later this was pur- 
chased by the town, but it was always 
operated at a loss. The hospital was 
too small, and the overhead per pa- 
tient too high.” In 1919, the Mmnicip- 
al district was formed and! the board 
ttook over the old hospital and enlarg- 
ed it to make room for 18 beds. In 
1928, a nurses’ home was built and 
an isolation block with beds for four 
patients. This inereased the hospital 
accommodation to 24 beds. Home 
and isolation block were built out of 
accumulated surplus at a cost of

building of the bungalow type, cosy, 
conveniently planned, and well equip- 
ped. A traveller for a big hospital 
supply house is quoted as saying that 
Bassano has the best equipped hos- 
pital unter 30 beds in Canada. The 
nursing staff consists of four grad- 
mate nuises, including the superin- 
tendent, Miss M, K. Patrick, and two 
undergraduate xurses. 

Maternity cases and surgery are 
‘‘specialties”’ at the Bassano hospital. 
Nine babies have been in the hospital 
at one time. As many as four have 
arrived in one day. Doctors are only 
infrequently called to attend patients 
in their own homes, as the people 
have learned they can get: betiter care 
and at less cost in the hospital, and 
they prefer going there. 

Before the building of the hospital. 
the nearest hospitals ‘were in Calgary 
and Medicine Hat, and this worked 
a great hardship on the people. Con- 
sequently, there has been little oppo- 
sition to the Municipal hospital 
scheme, and that. which existed was 
quickly dispelled when members of 
the opponent’s families were strick- 
en, and had to have hospital attention. 

The hospital rate is $1.00 per day 
for ratepayers, $3.50 for mon-rate- 
payers. Land is taxed at the rate of 
2 1-2 mills, and the townspeople whose 
tax does not amount to $6.00, pay the 
difference to secure the service.

|}powerful memories. Clemenceau de- 
| served to an unusual degree the title 
of ‘‘onganizer of victory’’ that was 
applied to one of his countrymen. We 
are only now beginning to realize how 
badly demoralized France was on its 
political side when he became the 
head of the government and for how 
mud¢h his iron will and resourcefulness 
counted in rallying all the forces of 
the nation to the prosecution of whilat 
had become a life and death struggle. 
Wiithout his leadership and example, 
the oulteome would in all probability 
have been quite different. 

In this time of crisis he embodied 
French patriotism. For the task that 
he had to face he had the qualifica- 
tions that come from a long exper- 
ience with affairs of state. The var- 
ious chapters of his picturesque car- 
eer were all a training of the utmost 
value for the responsibilities that de- 
volved upon him in the hour of acute 
national peril, 

That, after it blad passed and the 
Allied cause had triumphed. Clemen- 
ceau did not have his services recog- 
nized by election to the presidency of 
juhe republic was something that his 
admirers elsewhere found difficult to 
understand, It was a deep disappoint- 
ment to him. But it has been subse-

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quently demonstrated that it was wise 
to ‘pass him over. His work was done 
and his reputation would not  ihliave 
been emhanced by his remaining to 
the fore during the reconstruction 
period, 

Towards the movement to draw 
former’ enemy nations together and 
plece peace on a firm foundaition, that 
has been under way in recent years 
and thiat has already accomplished so 
much, Clemenceau ’s attitude was one 
of profound cynicism, He has man- 
ifested it in everything that he had 
said and written. He belonged to an 
order of things. that is, we trust, 
passing away, never to return. But 
the way in which he played the part 
that fate thrust upon him over twelve 
years ago can never be forgotten, On 
‘‘fame’s eternal camping ground’’ his 
place is secure.

There are some objections to the 
present pool method of marketing our 
grain. In the first place, the farmer 
does not know wniat he is going to get 
for hie wheat till the final payment is 
miade, which is some times aslate as 
July following the harvesting of ‘his 


wait too long for hits return, this 
makes it inconvenient for the mer- 
chants as well as the farmer. There 
are other objections to this method, 
one is that the Board have to borrow 
one hundred and fifty million dollars. 
It would require this‘ amount to suc- 
cessfully finance the three Provinces; 
It is possible to accomplish: it with 
less, but owing to the strong compet- 
ition. in the world’s markets, it would 
be essential for quick returns. The 
interest on this mony would be quite 
a tax on the farmer’s wheat. 

In order to feed the market grad- 
ually, the pool would have to hold the 
wheat, only selling part of it at a 
time; possibly keeping part for six 
‘to eight months after it had been har- 
vesibed, and as was the case in 1924-25, 
the initial payment represents only 
a little over 50 px. of the price paid 
by the outside market, this other 50 
per. cent. being divided up into two 
or possibly three payments to be paid 
any time between January and Aug- 
ust. ‘In the meantime, the farmer’s 
obligations at the bank and at the 
stores would be overdue, and he 
might have to make another call at 
the bank in order to tide him over till 
thése other pool payments arrive. 
His unpaid notes or bills would be ac- 
cruing interest, therefore the value of 
the to him would be reduced. 
Possibly in time, if this pool system 
of ‘paymenits meets with satisfaction 
banks and merchants’ may give long- 
er credits, thereby ‘in a measure over- 
coming the difficulty. 

The fact that the pool at present 
sell their grain through the grain ex- 
cange, the same as other buyers, 
means that they are subject to pnac- 
tically the same laws of selling and 
are not in a position to command a 
much higher price than the outside 
buyer. The position that the Pool 
holds today, is that of another buyer 
in the Canadian market for the pur- 
chase of the farmers wheat. 

The patrons of the Pool should be 
informed from time to time, as. to 
what sales have been made and the 
amount of grain held ‘for future gale. 
this would give more confidence to 
theze patronising the pool. Any sys- 
tem that pretends on work on a co- 
operative basis should keep its pat- 
rons fully informed as to what it is 
doing. Withholding of information 
soon creates distrust and dissatisfac- 
tion. The fact is that the pool is only 
an agent selling the grain for the 
farmers; it is the farmers’ right that 
he be kept informed. 

Some object to the farmer being in 
the market selling his goods, but no 
one has a better night to sell his pro- 
duce than the farmer himself. 

Not until the pool can control the 
wheat markets of ithe world and de- 
mand a paying price for the wheat, 
will it meet the end so long looked 
for by the farmer, But even carried 
on as it is at preépent, it has many 
advantages over the system of spec- 
ulators controling the sale of the 
wheat.
